Ktlitors Gazelle: This great army is 


still pushing ihead. Thousands of troops 
aro passing hero doily, and the question 
asked by the prisoners and citizens is, 
" Have you left any one at home, north?" 
We tell them they hare not seen tho half 


yet, aud I think they begin to believe us. 
They ask us if we have any more good 
clothes up north. It beats them to find 
out how wo nro eo well clothed and fed. 
Our men give them hard crackers to cat, 
and treat them as well aa prisoners ought 
to bo treated. I saw an incident yesterday 
worth mentioning: As we were marching 
from Abbeville to this place, wo met some 
800 rebel prisoners, taken by our advance. 
In our regiment is 5 girl who was formerly 
a falave, aud who is now cooking for one of 
tho companies. She saw her master among 
Iho prisoners, aud gave him some crackers, 
which ho took, and appeared to be thank- 
ful for them. 
What changes have taken 


place since thia war began ! 
Thousands' 


have been mado poor, and thousands of 
hearts have been made glad to think that 
they arc forever free, 


I have mentioned several times in my 


letters tho white slates, but I saw a girl to- 
day that beats them'all; sho wcvs whiter 
than tho whitest. Tho further we get bouth 
the wbiter the negroes appear to bo bleached. 
I think as Prentias does, that tho chivalry 
lik-j tho negroes better than the Yankees. 


As we marched through the streets of 


Oxford, yesterday, a young lady, who was 
standing 0:1 tho sidewalk, asked us what 
kind of a bird that was wo carried V Wo 
told her an eagle. 
Sho replied, " You 


can't fool me ; that's a Yankee buzzard yon 
carry." We find plenty of citizens here— 
more than ut any place wo lmva passed 
through yet. Our advance was loo close 
on ihein hero. 
One little girl said to us, 


" Why, your soldiera aro not like oura ; you 
take down fences for ikes, nnd when yours 
drcvo ours out of here, }oura went through 
fences and gates and never shut them after 
yon ; but our soldiers don't burn fences, 
and they shut gates after them." I thought 
that was rather queer. 


The ;>:5d Wisconsin passed through here 


this morning, and one or two other regi- 
ments. 
I saw tho 12lb, Col. Bryant, 


Tho Glh and 12th batteries left here ulso 
thia morning. 
Wisconsin ia largely repre- 


sented in this movement. One company 
of tie 8th ia between tho Tullahatchio and 
Waterfoid, repairing railroad bridge:!; th»* 
rest of us are on provost guard here. 
But 


I don't thit.k wo will remain hero long— 
probably until some other division comes 
up. 
Our place is not in the rear. If our 


old general wua here, we would now bu far 
from thij, on the extreme front, where we 
have always been heretofore. 


Wu have beautiful weather hero yet; the 


day.s aru us warm lu «hme in Wisconsin. 
We long lo seu tho cars come with rations, 
ao that wo can still keep going ahead. Be- 
twi-en Llolly Springs and tho TulUtmtchie, 
a distance of fifteen miles, we found twen- 
ty-live bridges burued, aomo of them 'JOO 
feet long nnd 50 fret high. I had a detail 
of mechanics from thu '17(h Illinois work- 
ing on bridges, and on the part of the road 
I had, there were h'vo bridges burned in the 


counter with tho enemy, and I think you need 
have no feara of this army going into win- 
ter quarters short of Home quiet dell in tho 
far on" tmuny south. 
Thu river has been 


raising Home, latuly ; the obstructions which 
the rebels put into it_at Clurkavillo are be- 
ing removed ; the gunboats aro getting up 
stream, and not mtuiy weeks can elapse ere 
tho deep-toned roar of battle will once 
more cause, tho hills nnd tallies of old 
Tennesseo to resound ns never before. 


Gen. Iloseerons took the field day before 


yesterday, and now all the other generals 
aro in the field. It would do you any 
amount of real Simon-pure good to sea nnd 
know how tho rebels hate nnd despise Gen.

I think that were pandemoni- 


um let loose, they would love the chief imp 
more than they do the general. Ho has 
discontinued tho roso-water policy of the 
rcbolb1 favorite, Gen. Buell, and by tho way 
of a reward gets tho curses and impreca- 
tions of all rebeldom, and the good wishes 
and prayers of nil good loyal people. I 
think it will not bo called boasting when I 
say that wo have in this department a set 
of real fighting qenerals, nnd men who will 
follow where thoy lead. They have all 
been tried—at Shiloh, Corinth, Chaplin 
Hills, and on other and well-contoitod fields. 


Tho signal corps is now earning its pay 


nnd subsistence. 
The .small, mysterious 


flag now performs the duty of the mounted 
orderlies from ono genernl'a headquarters 
to another by day, and tho torch keeps us 
busy at night. Since wo camo hero from 
the east new life has been infused into the 
veins of tho signal corps that was here, and 
the corps is now rising in tho favor of tho 
commanding general. 
When wefirstcamo 


hero tho whole corps was almost dead, some 
of tho officers and men had been sent back 
to their regiments, and tho others were tol- 
erated only because the generals had not 
power to dismiss them, but a few days siuce 
the most of those who had been sent away 
were recalled, tho corps has been reorgan- 
ized and at a trial of it the other day, tho 
inspector general said it was a fine thing. 
If constant work will place us where we 
will bo of any service to tho army Lieut. 
Glum will have us there, ho is busy ull the 
time opening lines of communication and 
nt various other duties. 


Siuce I wrote my last, there not has been 


a skirmish of any note escopt the Ilarta- 
ville shameful nfF.ur, beyond tho mere daily 
nttacks of tho rebels on our forage trains. 
I was in tlio city tho other day when the 
men taken at llartsvillo came in, parolled. 
Tho rebels in tho city wore jubilant indeed, 
they had employed Madanitno Humor and 
nhe s.u-1 Gcii. Burnsidu had boon defeated 
an.l wai a prisoner, John Morgan had 
ft^ain compkl:d hid railroad contract, they 
would Imvo Nashville n»ain by Christmas, 
they had ui juat where they wanted 111 and 
" the Yankees " would Buffer now.
